Subject : Self—declare? Pass-Book under Export and Import Policy (1992 —97) 

F. Ni, 3/175/97-EPC,—Vtteitbn is invite t to para 54 of the Ex-o.t ai 1 Import Policy, 1992—97, ait para 114 of the Hand 
Book cf Procedures, 1992—97, dealing with the Self-Declared Pass Book Scheme. With a view to facilitate the issue of such 
Pats Books, the following detailed procedure is specified : — 

1.1 Eligibility.—Export Houses, Trading Houses and SiarTrading Houses arc eligible for getting thePass Book in respect of ex¬ 
port products for which standard input/output norms under the quantity based advance licensing, scheme or value addition norms under 
the "value basfd advance licensing scheme have been specified vide Public Notice No. 2-1 Tc(PN)/ 92—97 dated 31-3-1992. as amended 
from time to time, 
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_ II 

1.2 Value Addition, Items of Import and Export Product—The value addition to be achieved under the Pass Book for the vahie 

based advance licence scheme, item of import and products to be exported, shall be the same as is specified by Public Notice' Nol 2-' 
ITC(PN)/92-97 dated 31st March, 1992, as amended from time to time . Besides, in terms of Para 114 of the Hand Book, the vain* 
addition norms for the Pass Book for the quantity based advanced licences shall also be as specified for value based advance licence* 

through the above mentioned Public Notice. 


1.3 Application for tl e issue of Pass Book.—The application for grant of Pass Book shall be made to the CCI&E in the form 
given at Annexure I of this Public Notice. 

1.4 Documentation—The application for the issue of Pass Book shall be supported by the following documents,— 

(1) Certified copy of the Star Trading House/Trading House/Export House Certificate; 

(2) Bank Receipt (in duplicate)/Demand Draft for the value specified in Appendix II of the Hand Book towards the payment of 
application fees; 

(3) A legal undertaking for the value equivalent to the c.i.f. value of the Pass Book in the form given in Appcnxix XXXIV of the 
Hand Book. 

1.5 Issue of Pass Book.—The Chief Controller of Imports & Exports may issue the Pass Book in the format given in Annexsture II 
of this Public Notice specifically indicating the name of the applicant and the item of import and export. Separate Pass Book shall be 
issued f >r one >r mo e export products categorised against one Serial Numb r in the Public Notice No. 2-ITC(PN)/92—97dated 
the 31st March, 1992, as amended from time to time. 

1.6 The cif value of a Pass Book shall not be more than Rs. 25 crores. 

1.7 Validity of the Pass Book:—The Pass Book shall be valid for imports aad exports for a period of two years and may, on 
merits, be renewed by Chief Controller of Imports & Exports from time to time. 

2. Pass Book to be treated as a licence.—For the purpos; of the Foreign Trade (Development and Regulation) Act, 1992, the Pass 
Book shall be treated as a licence. 

3. Imports-under the Pass Book.—'The holder of the Pass Book shall, on the import side of the Pass Book, enter the date of 
import, name and description of the items imported and the quantity and value of imports. The Customs authorities shall permit 
the imports and authenticate them on the Pass Book. 

4. Exports under the Pass B >ok :— The hoi ie of the Pass book shall, on the export si ie of the Pass Book, ente: the date of 
export names and descrition of the items exported and the quantity and value of exports. The Customs authorities shall permit the 
exports and authenticate them on the Pass Book. 

5. Pass Books subject to actual user conditions.—The Pass Books shall be subject to actual user condition till theredemption of 
the bond/LUT. The Pass Book holder may, however, transfer the duty free imported material to his supporting manufactuilers whose 
names are entered in the Pass Book for the purpose of export production. 

6. Half-yearly Report.—The Pass Book holders shall furtrish six-monthly returns on the imports and exports made to the CCI&E 
in the prescribed form. If there is reason to believe that there is serious distortion between the imports made and exports achieved or 
that th ;re is a mis use or aba;: of th: Pass Boik Scheme, the CCI&E shall, after giving an opportunity.to the Pass Book holder, 
suspended or cancel the Pass Book and take such other penal action as he may deem fir. 

7. Closure of Pass Book & Redemption of LUT. —The Pass Book may be closed and LUT given by the holder, discharged by the 
CCI&E on : 

(a) Surrender of Pass Book duly filled in; 

(b) Production of the Bank Certificates for realisation of the export proceeds relating to the exports achieved under the Pass Book. 

(c) Declaration by the holder of the Pass Book stating that no benefits un’.er MOD VAT/Proforma Credit/Rule 191(a)/19I(b) of 
Central Excise Rules have been availed of . 

8. Violation of Condition.—Any violation of the conditions of the Pass Book or non-fulfilment of the export obligation will attract 
action under the Foreign Trade (Development and Regulation) Act, Rules or Orders made thereunder any other law in force. How- 
ever the cases of default in fulfilment of export obligation may be regularised under Para 128 and 129 of the Handbook. 

9. Pass Book valid for Physical Export.—The Pass Book Scheme shall be applicable only for export of goods out of the country. 

10. This is issued in public interest.
